from the indirect results of the war. 
The strain is still telling on him, 
though perhaps he went through ev- 
ery battle physically unscathed; he is 
a war casualty just as much as his 
brother who lost a limb. For such as 
he, the Legion asks free treatment 
if hé cannot afford it from his own 
purse and that married men in such 
a plight should be paid living allow- 
ances and single men maintained in 
other waye. . 

But there is no suggestion of a 
‘‘dole.” The veterans have seen to it 
that there shall be no place in the 
scheme for the lead-swinger, in their 
own picturesque speech, for part of 
the proposal provides ‘‘that all reg- 
ulations be so framed as to prevent 
the benefits conferred being utilized 
in any way to bonus indolence’”’ and 
‘‘that no allowance be miade to any 
man whose present disability is clearly 
due to his own improper conduct.”
